Mars Crash 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 5.—(INS) | 
The Giant, 72-ton flying boat’ 
“Hawaii Mars” cracked up and 
sank today in 20-feet of water in 
Chesapeake Bay, off the eastern 
shore of Maryland, without any 
loss of life. 

Only one man in the 10-mem- 
ber crew—a flight task engineer 
—was injured. 

At the time of the crash, 3:05 
p. m., EWT., the “Hawaii Mars” 


was roaring northward from a test 
flight toward the Glenn Martin 
Company, which built her. She 
was launched only two weeks ago. 

Lt. Cmdr. William E. Coney, fa- 
mous naval pilot who has been 
released by the Navy to the Mar- 
tin Company to test the new Mars- , 
type planes, was at the controls | 
of the “Hawaii Mars.” 

The accident occurred near 
Love Point, about 25 miles south- 
east of Baltimore, across the bay 
near the mouth of the Chester | 
river. 

First word of'the crash brought 
the Coast Guard to the scene to, 
remove the injured crewmen to a 
Baltimore hospital. 

Several hours after the crash 
the Navy Department in Wash- 
ington issued a statement saying 
that the “Hawaii Mars” was “dam:. 
aged sn semi-controlled rough 
landi 
HULL OPENED 

“The force of the landing caused 
the hull to open and the craft 
sank,” the Navy said. 

“The Martin Company is mak- 
ing preparations for return of the 
plane to the plant. 

“Only one member of the 10- 
man crew was injured. He is R. 
S. Noble, a flight test engineer, 
who suffered cuts and contusions 
and possible internal injuries. He 
was taken to Southern Baltimore 
Hospital in a Navy ambulance. 

“The pilot during the test flight | 
was William E. Coney, test pilot. 

“No cause is ascribed for the ac- 
cident and an investigation is be- 
ing conducted. 

A few minutes before the crack- 
up. residents of the eastern shore 
hed watched her flying northward | 
in whet appeared to be a routine | 
flight. 

Two Coast Guard pickup boats, 
patrolling the eastern side of the 
bay. also had her in sight. . . Sud- 
denly they observed that she was 
going to make a landing and that 
she was in distress.

Chinook, whose crew assisted in 
removing the crew of the Hawaii 
Mars.

WPB Limits 
Retrigerator 
Production 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—(>)—~— 
A production limit of 1,155,000 do 
mestic mechanical refrigerators 
during the rest of this year and 
the first three months of 1946 was 
fixed today. 


The War Production Board an- 
nounced that the industry, just re- 
suming manufacture of consumer 
goods, will be held to 655,000 
units during the current and 
fourth quarters of 1945, and to 
900,000 the first quarter of 1946. 

These ceilings are necessary, 
WPB said, because of a shortage 
of sheet steel. The check 1s ; 
tended to prevent pre-emption of 
Scarce materials at the expense of 
other types of production, the 
agency said. 

While priorities have been as- 
signed for manufacture of 265.000 
refrigerators this quarter, WPB 
expects that not more than 150.000 
will be produced. All of these. it 
added, will oecome a part of the 
frozen stockpile and will be re 
served for hospitals, the military 
and other high priority customers. 
None wil] be sold at retail. 

These distribution restrictions 
will be lifted just as soon as pri- 
ority requirements have been 
met, WPB said.

A Certain ‘Marriage’ 


Potsdam-— 
I remember going to the old Garrison church 
rani to see the tomb of Frederick the Great. I was 
not very reverent. Somehow I kept remembering field trials 
and George Myshrall on a horse bellowing, “There are the Am- 
sterdam Dutch and the Potsdam Dutch—” 


It is a depressing, cheerless city, Potsdam. 


It was a little odd the Big Three council should have met there. 
Because there is an almost forgotten small bit of history which 
made the meeting there of more than ordinary significance. 


Hitler had been made chancellor of the Reich in January, 1933. 
In February he had plotted, and carried out, the Reichstag fire 
to enable him to bring off his emasculation of the Reichstag by 
charging a communist crisis. 


In March he ordered a small«ceremony. The troops were turned 
out and the town decorated. It was March 21, to be exact. And 
Hitler and senile, old Hindenburg were to join hands over the tomb 
of Frederick the Great and pledge Germany to “the spirit of 
Potsdam.” 


They were all there that day, for the solemn ceremony. Her- 
mann Goering was there in morning clothes. There were reserved 
seats for the Junkers generals, the ‘‘Genelalitat,” the “General- 
hood.” There, in the Garrison church, were the generals who had 
lost the first world war and who were planning, with Hitler, on 
one they believed they would win. 


Plodding old Hindenburg, president of the Reich, had agreed to 
let Hitler smash the constitution in February. Now they were 
going to please the old general. The German people would know 


that Germany intended to arm and fight. 
Symbol It was the proper place. Potsdam was, and is, the sym- 
bol of German military might. It was from Potsdam 
the small Margraviate of Brahdenburg was expanded by war to 
become the kingdom of Prussia. It was Prussia, mighty:in war, 
which expanded to become the German Reich. By 1914 it was the 
greatest single power in Europe, possessed of a large navy, colonies 
and a desire to rule the world. They almost succeeded. 


It was from Potsdam that Frederick the Great sent his armies 
into Silesia, in time of profound peace, to partition Poland and 
double his dominions. 


It was from Potsdam the Prussian kings had gone out to con- 
quer Denmark in 1864 and take Schleswig-Holstein: Hesse and 
other territories from Austria in the bloody wars of 1866; Alsace- 
Lorraine from France in 1871. 


Hindenburg had gone there as a young lieutenant in 1866 to 
pay his respect to the “great” of the past. He had gone there on 
another pilgrimage after the defeat of France in 1871. 

On this March, 1933, the old man’s eyes were to fill with tears 
as he saw the symbols of Prussian might. He was to nod approv- 
ingly as Hitler ranted that their handshake had meant “the mar- 
riage between the symbols of the old greatness and the new 


strength.” 
‘ ‘ Later they went to the Kroll opera house, oppo- 
Four Years site the burned Reichstag building. It was then 
Hitler made his famous “give us four years” speech. 


The Socialists, the Centre party were still there in the Reichstag. 
The Socialists opposed. But the others voted to give to the little 
man who spoke with such hypnotic sureness, the absolute power 
he asked. There was no more opposition. 


That was not so long ago—March of 1933. By 1938 he was 
ready for war and on the move. I went with some of his troops 
into Austria in March of that year—-seeing the tanks and the guns; 
hearing the hysteria of the Austrians; the sound of marching feet, 
the jungle-like chant, “Ein Volk, Ein Reich, Ein Fuehrer'—over 
and over again. 

I remember the Nazis in the coffee houses and wine houses 
of Vienna—young and arrogant and full of sureness about them- 
selves and the future. The Fuehrer would do it. He spoke from 
the great vaulted Chamber of a railway station, and modestly ad- 
mitted that. God had called him for the job. God directed him. 
God loved the German people and wanted them all in one great 
country with plenty of living room. They were tasting power and 
relishing it then. And they were to so like the taste of it they 
would go on and on until the end...an end they could not imagine 
even when it came. 

Now comes Potsdam ... and the edict of Potsdam. It is severe, 
as it should be. How wise it is remains to be seen. But it is fitting 
the terms should have come from there to balance the weight on 
the other side of the historical scales.

U. S. Labor. Not Happy 
At British Election 


W ASHINGTON.—Contrary to some the 
public expressions that were made at the time, 
organized labor leaders in the United States are 

none too pleased over the sweeping yictory won bg the Labor party 
in the recent British elections, 

Privately, there is a disposition to feel that labor here and abroad 
may be hindered rather than helped by what happens in Britain. 


The reason for these misgivings on the part of American labor 
leaders is that the Labor party of England is something of a mis- 
nomer. While it is supported generally by trade unionists, the 
party is by no means dominated by labor. 

The leadership of the British Labor party is made up, for the 
most part, of intellectual liberals who did not come up through 
the ranks of labor. To that extent the party’s name is somewhat 
misleading. 

Prime Minister Attlee, for example, is not a labor man in the 
strict sense of the word. He came from wealthy middle-class stock, 
was educated in one of the better-known private schools of Eng- 
land, and then took a degree from Oxford before launching his 
career as a lawyer and lecturer.

The same is true of most of the other 
Other Leaders, Too leaders in the Attlee government. Per- 
haps the most outstanding member of the new cabinet who came 
up from the ranks of labor is Foreign Secretary Bevin, the bull- 
voiced man of toil who mustered Britain's war manpower under 
the Churchill regime. 

Prof. Harold Laski, the brain trust of the Labor party, is an- 
other intellectual much on the order of Dr. Rex Tugwell and Prof. 
Raymond Moley, who loomed as important figures in the New 
Deal during the early days of the first Roosevelt administration. 

Sir Stafford Cripps is another oddity of the Labor party He 
is a left-wing liberal like our own Secretary of Commerce Wallace 
and will hold a position in the new government similar to that 
which Mr. Wallace now holds. 

In other words, the British Labor party is by no means what 
the name implies. 

What American labor leaders are afraid of is that some of these 
intellectuals like Prof. Laski, who is called the power behind the 
scenes of the new Labor government, will bring the party into 
disrepute, as the Moleys and Tugwells did the New Deal, and thus 
give the cause of labor a setback. 

Some of the more responsible leaders of the American labor 
movement have shown no hesitancy in expressing such views pri- 
vately. They have not said so openly, wishing to give the new 
government a chance. But off the record they make no bones 
about showing their misgivings.

The League had hoped that the 
number of counties would be re 
duced, that the legislature would 
be redistricted on a population 
basis, and that the state ballot 
would be shortened.

Having weighed the pros and 
cons, the League of Women Voters 
favors the revision as an improve- 
ment over the present constitution. 
It is not a perfect document. Im- 
portant changes are still to be 
worked for, but a bird in the hand 
is always worth two in the bush 
and there is no indication that an- 


other opportunity for a complete 


revision will be presented again 
soon.

~ Cs’ Choice Sought Montgomery post of the American 


Legion is among the latest to adopt 
a resolution calling upon the Southeastern Conference to amend 
its rules so that war veterans can participate in athletics at the 
college of their choice. 

(Present S. E. C. rule holds that a GI who doesn’t return to his 

original school] cannot participate in athletics.) 
It is, of course, a rule that most likely will 
be amended. 
The Birmingham American Legion post will 
‘ adopt a similar resolution next. 

S. E. C. schools would not wilfully vio- 
late the GI Bill of Rights. It’s with that 
thought in mind that we believe the pres- 
ent eligibility rule will be changed at a 
special meeting to “be called soon. 

A great many athletes who went away 
to war will want to return to their old 
schools. They have ties there. They can 
get the subjects they want to study there. 

But there will be others who’ve become interested in other 
fields and will want to specialize at some other school. If 
they want to play football, too, nothing should stop them. 

We only hope that a change in the rule won’t promote a 
farcical situation in the present scholarship setup. 

A boy is entitled now to $10 a month, room and board and tuition. 
The returning athlete will get his schooling free under the, bill of 
rights, but, if he happens to be a crack football player, might not 
there be a temptation for a coach to make an offer? 

But that’s up to Commissioner Mike Conner to watch. 

The main thing is to let the discharged veteran play football at 
the school of his choice. 

Criticism will mount so long as the present rule is retained.

A $600,000 improvement for the 
present plant and possible cor-

and the metallic thump of tam- 
bourines in the hands of the 
mountain choir. 

O. V. Shupe was the last mon 
on a long list to preach. 

“Now friends,” he said, ‘the 
time has come for the snakes.” 

As if acting on cue, an unidenti- 
fied worshiper at that point pro- 
duced the first snake—a big, 
struggling copperhead which had 
been hidden among the preachers 
for the exact right time. 

The sly Holiness “saints” were 
hoarding their reptiles today; they 
could not afford to lose eight a 
week to the police. 

By the time four troopers had 
recovered from surprise and had 
leaped in among the snake-pass- 
ing preachers on the truck, the 
copperhead had been fondled and 
taunted by most of the 15 faithful. 
each of whom added his voice to 
a “Praise the Lord” chant as his 
hands came in contact with the 
clammy coils. 

When the capture was made, 
the snake-handling part of the ses- 
sion was ended. But two other 
serpents were meanwhile kept 
well-hidden. . 

“We'll use them tonight, the 
Lord willing.” said the Rev. Bill 
Parsons, local leader of the sect. 

Lawrence was quoted as saying 
that he would return the snake to 
Richmond and to Gov. Darden, 
who would then hand it over to 
state authorities for examination. 

Results of the “venom” test 
were expected to figure in the at- 
titude of the police to future 
meetings of the Holiness sect this 
summer. ,
